Mere meéntiony “A Mid-Summer 
Night’s Dream” among others in 1598 > 80, of course, it can be only through 
internal evidence in the play itself that Proof is to be found for the date of 
composition before that time, The general characteristies of the play lead to 
nothing very definite as far as ity date is concerned; the rhyme test is no 
criterion, for the comedy ts intentionally lyrical, out the blank verse, the care- 
fully elaborated plan, and symmetrical arrangement of the plot, the com- 
parative absence of real characterization, the many reminisconces of country 
life, the buoyancy of its tone—all of these elements conncet the “Dream”

The railroads of the United States at present pay 
approximately a million dollars a day in taxes. In 
many parts of the country railway taxes. form the 
principal support of local governments and: make 
possible good schools, hard roads and many other 
public. improvements which might - otherwise be 


practically unobtainable,
